Prom the instant the iiist of a 


•countless myriad of lights shot its 
golden glow across waters placid and 
serene down to the moment when the 
last of the illuminations faded and 
vanished before the reign of return- 
ing darkness, 
the Venetian night 


water carnival at Rome City Thurs- 
day evening was splendidly success- 
ful. 
Judged from whatever stand- 


point one may choose, the most en- 
thusiastic praise for the cleverness 
in conception, the thoroughness with 
which the carnival was given, the 
gorgeous spectacular effect and the 
great crowd in attendance can do the 
magnificent affair but scant justice. 


The planning of weeks, the patient 


labor of days and the liberal ex- 
penditure of money culminated in a 
brilliant display that will live as a 
gocgeous memory to nearly 5,000 
people who for several hours enjoyed 
the enhancement of the gorgeous il- 
luminations, the brilliant music and 
the gay throng of sight-seers. Noth- 
ing- was lacking; every condition was 
perfect; weather was admirable; en- 
thusiasm was unbounded, and every 
circumstance combined in contribut- 
ing to an achievement that was noth- 
ing short of a splendid triumph for 
the -cottagers. 
To them is due the 


credit, not only for the conception of 
the Venetian night, 
but for its 


splendid success. 
It was, also, es- 


sentially a Port Wayne festival, and 
the achievement 
Thursday night 


surely repays Hie planning, the labor 
and the toil expended. 


CROWD WAS GREAT. 


It was by all odds the largest 


crowd Rome City has seen during the 
present year, and even the attendance 
at the assembly in its palmiest days 
of recent years failed to measure up 
in point of numbers or enthusiasm 
with the splendid audience that saw 
Thursday night's spectacle. Seven big 
trains leaving Tort Wayne over the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana at hourly 
intervals after 3 o'clock were loaded 
to their full capacity and carried a 
total of 4,075 people into the resort. 
The train service was admirable. The 
crowd wns handled expeditiously and 
without accident or serious discom- 
fort, and the last train returning 
reached the city at a seasonable hour. 


With the coming of the first shad- 


ows of night the glinting of lights 
upon every shore of the lake gave 
the 
waiting 
crowd 
an 
advance 


glimpse of the gorgeous spectacle in 
store for them. 
Along the water 


front in every direction grounds and 
cottojres were a literal bower of Japa- 
nese lanterns, faiiy lamps and other 
illuminations strung 
from 
every 


point, of vantage, wrought into fanci- 
ful designs and dotting every avail- 
able space. 
Row upon row of lights, 


one above the 
other, marked the 


shore line, festoons of lights hung 
from tree to tree and from cottage 
to cottage, and in many instances 
elaborate designs and attractive set 
pieces of illuminated work stood out 
prominently in the general maze of 
splendor that began at Spring Beach, 
extended along the north shore to the 
Jones cottage at the end of Sylvan 
point, marked a golden gateway up- 
on either side of the Narrows, ex- 
tended down tl£e mainland and along 
the Tripplett point, and almost com- 
pletely encircled the island. 
Up the 


lake the Peters* island and other cot- 
tages, apart from the general splen- 
dor of the concerted illuminations 
shone in fanciful designs that glowed 
a greeting to the massed display en- 
circling the lower lake. 


MKE FAIRYLAND. 


It was fairyland over again, and 


when the full radiance of the scene 
burst upon the waiting throngs of 
spectators massed along the island, 
the railroad tracks. Spring Beach, 
Sylvan point and mainland shores, 
theer after cheer told of the delight 
with which the 
spectacle was re- 


ceived. 
It seemed that endless la- 


bor must have been involved in the

say that the conduct of the persons 
concerned in the inquests was most 
outrageous, and that they knew it 
\s most certain when we realize the 
vast number of cases that were re- 
leased by the, justices ab not insane. 
The subjection of a man to an inquest 
for insanity, when wrongfully made. 
is a more heinous offense than the 
wrongful charging of a crime. 


SOME OF THE RECORDS. 


"The records of Allen county show 


that out of fifty-seven inquests two 
were found to be not insane. Of the 
thirty-five inquests in Cass county, 
one was found not insane. Of the 
thirty-one inquests hi Wayne county, 
all but one were found insane. Of 
the seventy-seven inquests in Vrm- 
derburg county, four were found not 
insane. These facts would seem to 
indicate that the hunting for per- 
sons on whom to hold inquests has 
not been practiced in any of these 
counties, and we could not learn of 
any counties where it had been prac- 
ticed. 


"The records of Longcliff hospital 


for thirteen years show that out of 
2.776 committals to that institution 
thirty-seven cases were found to 
have been sane when committed and 
were discharged as *not insane,' and 
none of these were within the last 
year and a,half. Tlve records of East 
Haven gave' equally as strong and 
convincing testimony, and this board 
believes, from its own experience in 
and knowledge of these matters, that 
it is justified in reporting the same to 
you as the real truth of the situation. 


"In making this statement, we do 


not lose sight of ,the fact, but realize 
fully that insanity is an illusive con- 
dition that seems to defy ascertain- 
ment by all known rules of reason- 
ing or previous experience. 
We 


know of cases where one insane has 
surely convinced persons of acute 
mind and keen judgment -that he w*»s 
not insane, as claimed, and it has 
only been by accident, as it were, 
that the perturbed sense, or button, 
it might be called, was touched and 
the true condition disclosed, much to 
the amazement of fthe* investigators. 


IN MARION COUNTY. 


"We examined specifically into the 


case of every person adjudged insane 
in Marion county, according to thi: 
report of the attorney general. The 
result, summarized, is as follows;

"This list does not show those fur- 
iglied after six months. 
THE "RAILROADED" CASES. 
"In reference to the thirty cases at 


the Central hospital, to which par- 
ticular attention was called ns hav- 
ing been 'railroaded through/ we 
would say that upon investigation 
we found that eight -had never been 
received into the hospital, having 
been rejected, one because the papers 
did not show that she was insane— 
the others because their'cases wero 
chronic and there was no room for 
them; that eight of the thirty cases 
had been dismissed—one in sixty 
days after reception and one who had 
been in the hospital at seven different 
times before in about ninerty days. 
The other six cases had been in the 
hospital from 140 days to about 
seven months. 'Of these eight cases, 
leaving out the one patient who had 
been in the hospital seven times, and 
one who was there because of epi- 
lepsy and morphia, all the othsr six 
were reported as being persons suf- 
fering with acute mania at the titte 
they were received, but who recov- 
ered sufficiently to be allowed to go, 
either upon parole or final discharge. 
Four of these thirty cases died within 
a short time after they were received 
into the hospital, most of them hav 
ing been noted in the reports as suf- 
fering from serious physical compli- 
cations. This left ten cases still in 
the hospital We examined each of 
these cases, and nothing could be 
more apparent than their insanity. 
We have rthe permission 
}f Hon. 


Merrill Moores, assistant attorney 
general, who assisted us in making 


this particular examination, to say 
that he concurs in this part of our 
report. 


"The attorney general, in tlic re- 


port which you transmitted to us, 
calls particular attention to the wide 
difference in the per cen*:. of those 
discharged from the various hos- 
pitals during the past year and a 
half, when compared with the num- 
ber received—the Central hospital, 
94 per cent.; the Northern, 50 per 
cent,, and the Southern, 49 per cent. 


and says that only one conclusion 


can be drawn from this difference, 
and that is that the difference in 
methods used in the inquests resulted 
in the greater number of committ- 
ments to the Central. This might 
seem to be true at the first thought, 
but your excellency will remember 
that the capacity of tlie Northern, 
Eastern and Southern hospitals has 
been largely increased very recently 
and they are not permitted to dis- 
charge one patient in order to make 
room for another; hi fact, the law re- 
quires them <to keep all patients un- 
til they are restored. The capacity 
of the Central hospital has only been 
slightly increased, and the only way 
that new cases could be received is 
by discharging old ones. 


"Then again, the law requires the 


central hospital to discharge chronic 
insane patients to as to make room 
for acute or recent cases; hence, if 
new cases are to be received the 
chronic and uncurable cases must be 
discharged. 
It might be remarked 


at this point that for the past twelve 
years this board has called attention 
in its reports to the anomalous con- 
dition of statutes which require tiilr- 
ty-six counties to be governed by 
one law and fifty-six counties by 
other and different ones. 


EFFORT WAS UNFAIR. 


"It may not be proper for us to 


suggest that the effort to connect the 
'Insanity trust' with the hospitals 
was very unfair to the institutions. 
The blame rests on the parties who 
held these improper inquests, and if 
such a trust or combination as is re- 
ferred to in the attorney general's 
report exists, by which the money 
received from the county for making 
these was divided among the persons 
who took part in the same, that part 
of the $15,000 that was thus wrong- 
fully taken from the county treasury 
ought to be recovered. 
'An inquest 


cannot -be held without the filing of 
an affidavit, and the examination of 
witnesses, and the adjudication of a 
justice of the peace, etc. 
We sug- 


gest that obtaining money from the 
county or state by such a conspiracy 
would lay the members thereof liable 
to severe prosecution; at least the 
money might have been recovered. 


"The proposition as to how faith- 


fully insanity inquests have been 
conducted throughout the state seems 
to us to be without our province and 
to belong to the legal machinery 'of 
the state. 


NEW LAW NEEDED. 


"In reference to the question as to 


whether or not any modification be 
made in the law relating to the com- 
mitment of insane people to the vari- 
ous hospitals we venture to suggest 
that inasmuch as there have been a 
number of laws passed at the vari- 
ous sessions of the legislature since 
1852, not a few of which are in seem- 
ing conflict, and because of the fact 
that the law is so drawn that it may 
be abused, although -we find no par- 
ticular abuses have been commited, 
except those in Marion county, and 
because 'of the further fact that the 
greatest confidence is not always de* 
served by some of the men who fill 
the office of justice of the peace in 
our state; and because no notice is 
now required to be given to the per- 
son upon whom the inquest is to be 
held; and because the present method 
of committing persons to these hos- 
pitals is very expensive, we believe 
that a new law should be enacted by 
the next legislature. 
It has been 


suggested that it should provide, 
first, that all commitments should be 
made by the judge of the circuit or 
superior court of the various coun- 
ties; that in order to have the com- 
mitments-promptly made when neces- 
sary, that the judge of the court 
should appoint some person to act in 
his stead when compelled to be out 
of the county, or is so busily engaged 
that he cannot give the matter prop- 
er attention. 


"It has also been suggested that 


these inquests should be held by the 
court in chambers, unless the person 
charged should desire a public trial; 
that they should be based upon an 
affidavit, stating that the person af- 
flicted needs the care and treatment 
of one of the insane hospitals, and 
that there should be given in such 
affidavit a history of the case and the 
reasons why the petitioner believes 
an inquest ought to be held, and who 
the attending physician is, and the 
names of such persons as would be 


likely to know whether' or not the 
person afflicted is mentally deranged. 
That thereupon the clerk should is- 
sue a copy of such affidavit to the 
sheriff, who should deliver the same 
to the person afflicted, with a notice 
stating when the 
matter will be 


heard by the judge of the court, and 
a summons to the witnesses requir- 
ing them to be present at the time of 
the trial. 
The law should provide 


that it should be the duty of the 
court to have the person charged ex- 
amined by one or more competent 
physicians, to be selected by such 
judge, and that such trial should be 
had as soon as possible after the fil- 
ing of the affidavit. 
The trial 


should not be had when the person 
afflicted is absent, unless it should 
appear to the court that his presence 
could not be had without injury to 
the afflicted person. 
If the afflicted 


person is violent, or it would be 
dangerous if he were at large, it 
should be the duty of the court to 
issue a warrant to some person to 
arrest and care for such afflicted per- 
son until a trial could be had. This 
ought not to be the sheriff, 
nor 


should the confinement be in jail, 
unless no other place could be provid- 
ed where the person could be properly 
and safely care for. 


TAILS TCOT STOTABLE. 


"No insane person should be con- 


fined in a jail if any other place 
can be provided, for it has an exceed- 
ingly bad effect upon- his mental 
condition. It has been thought by 
some that the court 
should 
have 


power to require the auditor of the 
county—not 
the 
clerk—to secure 


such clothing as the afflicted person 
needs, in order to be transported t? 
the institution, and for n reasonable 
time after he is at such institution, 
that the law should 
provide tha;, 


either the evidence taken in the case, 
or at least a statement of the at- 
tending 
examining 
physician, be 


transmitted with the patient to the 
hospital. It is also thought that it 
might be well to require a statement 
of the examining and attendant phy- 
sician to accompany the patient, and 
a copy of the affidavit on which the 
proceedings were -had, and that tUe 
court be empowered to have a tran- 
script of the evidence sent as soon 
as the same could be made. 
This 


law might provide for a finding of 
the court that the person afflicted 
needed the care of an insane hos- 
pital. 
There should be no finding 


as to the sanity or insanity of the 
patient. The law could provide that 
the medical superintendent of the 
hospital who received such pevscn 
should provide a place for his care 
and treatment, here he could be beet 
and most carefully observed for such 
a period as would enable such super- 
intendent to fully consider and De- 
termine whether such person WP» 
sane 
or insane, and 
the 
person 


should not be entered upon the rolls 
of the hospital as insane until that 
fact had been surely ascertained. It 
might be well that the law provide 
that the superintendent of the hos- 
pital should have power to release, 
either absolutely or on parole, cucli 
afflicted person as was not insane, if 
such should be found to be the faci. 
The afflicted person should be taken 
to the hospital by the sheriff, and 
if a woman, accompanied by a wo- 
man assistant. The expense of sucb 
proceeding's would be 
much 
less 


than we are now accustomed to. The 
justice of the peace gets a per diem, 
and puts in as many days as his 
want of conscience ' will 
let him, 


and this remark is also true of some 
of the physicians. The judge gets a 
salary, and unless some person acted 
in his stead, there would be no ex- 
pense on that account. The clerk 
gets a salary, and hence the $5.00 
that is now taxed to the clerk, ai:U 
has sometimes been taken by the 
clerk, is a somewhat 
questionable 


procedure. The law should provide 
that no relative should receive fees 
for whatever service he might do 
in such matter. 
Only disinterested 


or outside persons and the physi- 
cians should be paid. 
We suggest 


that you havo the attorney general 
give an opinion as to whether it is 
legal for the clerk to take this $5.00 
fee in addition to 'his salary. 


SHIRK RESPONSIBILITY. 


We have learned that many Jn- 


sanity inquests are 
conducted as 


though the persons holding the same 
were ashamed of what they were 
doing or at least were not willing 
to assume 
the 
responsibility 
oi* 


openly declaring that in their judg- 
ment the afflicted person ought to 
go to a hospital. That the person 
whose liberty was to be taken away 
should have notice of the proceed- 
ings, seems to be generally admitted 
on all sides. As was said the other 
day—"The personal freedom of the 
individual citizen is the most sacred 


and precious inheritance of Amer- 
ica. The constitution and the law* 
authorize it, the spirit of the country 
proclaims it, the prosperity of the 
people, the very life of the nation 
requires it. Whatever the other iu* 
terests at stake, that of the personal 
freedom of the individual outranks 
them all, and this must be sustained 
even if those are to be sacrificed." 
If the individuals upon whom nuiiy 
of the inquests 
have been held 


should -have had notice, or knowl- 
edge of what was being done, ther.» 
would have been trouble, because of 
the little regard or respect that ;$ 
universally held for the justice of 
the peace. 


"This objection would not obtain 


were the inquest to be held before the 
judge of a court. The objection that 
some have made, that it is better that 
an occasional sane person be sent to 
a hospital rather than insane people 
be kept out of the hospital for any 
considerable length of time, for the 
reason that the judge could not be 
secured at all times, would be ob- 
viated by requiring the judge, if he 
left the county or was unable to act, 
to designate some person to act in 
his stead. The present law is very 
defective in requiring the clerk to 
purchase the clothing. That should 
be done by the auditor, who is in close 
touch with the commissioners, and 
would be more logically the proper 
purchasing agent for the county. We 
found an abuse as to the purchasing 
of clothing in Wayne county. The 
law requires that not to exceed $20, 
not a sufficient amount, shall be ex- 
pended for clothing. In 
all 
the 


counties that we have investigated, 
other than Wayne, the officers have 
seemingly endeavored to have the 
relatives provide the clothing and to 
purchase the same only when neces- 
sary. In Wayne county clothing has 
been bought for each person com- 
mitted to the institution, at an aver- 
age of $54.50. one tailor uniformly 
getting- about $60 and another but 
$50. This breach of the law should 
by your excellency be called to the 
attention of the proper authorities to 
rectify and recover the money ille- 
gally paid out. 


COST OF INQUESTS. 


"As illustrative of our opinion why 


it might be well 
to remodel 
the 


lunacy laws and secure a uniform 
administration of the same by re- 
sponsible officers of the law, we would 
say that according to the lists fur- 
nished us it cost $15,321.34 to hold 
the 408 inquests that were held in 
Marion county, leaving out of con- 
sideration 
the cost of transporting 


the afflicted persons to the hospital, 
or $37.55 for each inquest held in 
that county. In Wayne county, on a 
similar basis, it cost $1,698.25 to 
hold thirty-one inquests, or $54.78 
for each inquest. 
In Allen county, 


leaving out transportation as in other 
counties, it cost $1,289.48 to hold 
fifty-six inquests, or $23.03 for each 
inquest. 


"We hand you herewith a list of all 


the patients who were received into 
the central hospital from 
Marion 


county during the period under con- 
sideration, showing1 when the inquest 
was held, when the patient was re- 
ceived, when furloughed, discharged 
or died, as the case might be. Also 
a list of the applications made for 
admission into that hospital that 
were rejected during the same period 
and the reason why.

(2.) 
That the traction 
company 


shall permit 
all interurban 
lines 


building or hereafter to be built to 
come into the city over the traction 
company's lines upon such terms as 
may be agreed upon between the city 
and the company, ov in failure of 
agreement, then the terms to be fixed 
by the circuit court, whch arbitration 
shall be final. 


(3.) 
The traction company shall 


extend its Wells street line west on 
Huffman street to Franklin avenue. 


(4.) 
To arrange for a universal 


system of transfers for all lines, local 
and interurban. 


(5.) 
To construct all lines so as 


to prevent and avoid electrolysis on 
city or private pipes or conduits. 


(6.) 
To pave Spy Run 
avenue 


when, if ever, the Spy Run district 
is annexed to the city. 


(7.) 
To sell always at no less a 


rate than six tickets for twenty-five 
cents, such tickets to be always on 
sale by the conductor of each car, and 
to never exceed the present rate of 
three and a half cents per ticket the 
laborers' tickets good for use morn- 
ing and evening during hours to be 
fixed by the city. 


(S.) That none of these conditions 


can be accepted separately. 


(9.) 
That nothing in the proposi- 


tion submitted could be so construed 
as to prevent the city from granting 
to any interurban or other company 
a franchise over any of the streets 
of the city. 


MANAGER SCOTT'S REPLY. 
To this proposition Manager Scott 


evidently gave much consideration, 
for after over six weeks' deliberation 
(he several days ago forwarded a re- 
ply to Hayor Berghoft, 
The mayor 


called the board of works, the fran- 
chise committee arid the city attorney 
into consultation and invited Iitana- 
ger Scott to be present at a meeting 
held in the 
office of the board of 


works this morning at 9:30, where 
the traction company's reply 
was 


read, It was as follows: 


"Fort Wayne, Ind., Aug. 23, 1000. 


"To the Hon. Henry C. Berghoff* 


Mayor, and the Board of Public 
Works of Fort Wayne, Ind.: 
"Gentlemen—In compliance with 


your request I herewith submit a 
memorandum of such arrangement in 
regard to the use of this company's 
track by interurban companies as I 
would be willing to recommend to 
our executive board. We would pre- 


fer, 
of, course, to deal direct with 


these companies, as the necessities 
may arise in the future, but as you 
express a desire to a'dopt some plan 
that will apply to all companies in 
advance of their construction, we re- 
spectfully submit in 
deference to 


your wishes the following plan, on 
condition that such interurban road 
shall construct, equip and operate i» 
line of street railroad from any in- 
corporated city or town at least five 
miles distant from the city of Fort 
Wayne, viz: 


''1st. All passengers brought into, 


passing through or getting on the 
cars within the city of Fort Wayne, 
shall pay the regular fare of five 
cents, to be collected by the agents 
or conductors of the interurban com- 
pany; said fares to be recorded upon 
a fare register to be placed by the 
Fort Wayne Traction company in the 
cars of .the interurban company, the 
gross amount of fares so collected to 
be paid over to the Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion'company. 


"2nd. 
In consideration of the 


fares so collected and paid the Fort 
Wayne Traction company will ex- 
tend to the passengers of the inter- 
urban company its transfer privileges 
to and from its various lines within 
the present city limits of Fort 
Wayne, and will pay to the interur- 
ban company the wages (not exceed- 
ing the maximum wages of its own 
lines) of the conductors and motor- 
men (not to exceed two men to one 
car) of the interurban company for 
the time required in passing the cars 
of the interurban company over the 
Hues of the Fort Wayne Traction 
company, and in addition thereto, 
will pay the interurban company two 
cents per car mile for the distance 
traveled by its cars over the tracks 
of the Fort Wayne Traction company, 
such wages and car mile compensa- 
tion to be deducted by the interurban 
company from the fares so collected. 


"3rd. 
Should any interurban com- 


pany not desire to avail itself of the 
transfer privilege, we will then make 


the fare three t*rt» under the same • 
condition as mentioned in section 1, 
with the exception that the interur- 
ban company would in this case pay? 
the wages of its own conductor* and"' 
motormen and .would not receive any 
compensation for the use of its cais, 
viz two cents per car mile* 


"4th. Should any interurban com- 


pany desire to make two rates of 
fares, one with and the other without 
the transfer privilege, -we would ac- 
cept three cents from the latter and 
five cents from the former passenger, 
in other words the Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion company would receive three 
cents from all passengers carried on 
the interurban cars through the city 
in or out, and to -whatever number of 
such passengers transfers had been 
issued and collected the interurban 
company would pay an* additional 
charge of two cents. 
"Under this ar- 


rangement the interurban company 
would be expected to pay the wages 
of its conductors and motormen and 
receive no car mileage. 


••'5th. 
Should 
any 
intemrban 


company acquire the right to trans- 
port baggage, express, mail and 
freight through the streets of th« city 
we would accept the following com- 
pensation: 


•'1st. All matter except live stock, 


if carried in combination passenger 
and baggage cars, a pro rata share of 
such business, the same to be deter- 
mined on mileage basis or'distance' 
carried over the lines of the respec- 
tive companes. For freight in car 
load lots four dollars per car from, 
the point where the interurjban line 
comes into the city to the regular 
terminus wherever located, 
but if 


car is delivered at any other point 
than the regular terminus an, addi- 
tional charge of two dollars per car 
may be made at the option of the 
Fort Wayne Traction company. 


"6th. 
All cars of the interurban 


company shall be required 
at all 


times to run 
at the same rate of 


speed as the cars of the Fort Wayne 
Traction company are run, and so as 
not to unnecessarily interfere with 
the same. 


"7th. In ilie event thai such inter- 


urban company shall carry freight 
or express matter over thia com- 
pany's tracks, 
this company (must 


be satisfactorily indemnified against 
all suits and demands of the adjoin* 
ing property 
owners, and all ex- 


penses, costs and damages accruing: 
or recovered against thia company by 
reason of the carrying of such freight 
or express matter. ' 


"8th. 
This company shall also be 


satisfactorily indemnified ag>ainst all 
loss and damage accruing or recov- 
ered -against this company on account 
of the carelessness or neglgence of 
any of the employes, or in the opera- 
tion of the cars, of such, interurban 
company. 


"9th. 
This proposition is on con- 


dition that this company shall be 
given by the proper city authorities 
proper facilities and the light to 
construct and operate additional or 
double track on such lines as may be 
used by such interurban company or 
companies, and that a satisfactory 
contract shall be entered into between 
this company and such interurbatt 
company, properly safeguarding the 
rights and duties of both companies.

IN OTHER PLACES. 


After the reading of the proposi- 


tion Manager Scott submitted copies 
of letters he had received from vari- 
ous tractions companies operated in 
cities in which interurbnn lines -were 
allowed to use their tracks. The let- 
ters were from Cleveland, Cincinnati. 
Buffalo, Indianapolis, 
Toledo and 


other cities, and all were of the same 
trend. 
In a general way the terms 


were based on a two-cent per car 
mile for the use of the interurban 
companies' cars and for the collec- 
tion of 60 per cent of the local fare 
for the benefit of the city company. * 
There were a few exceptions where 
there was a variation, but it was 
nominal. 
The city officials discussed 


the matter informally with Mr. Scott 
and many questions were asked and 
answered. 
It was not the intention 


of the meeting to dispose of the ques- 
tion but to present it intelligently to 
everybody interested and then take 
time to digest the various phases of 
the proposition. 
The meeting ad- 


journed shortly before noon and it 
is more than likely that within a 
week another meeting will beheld, at' 
which the -city attorney will be in- 
structed to prepare an ordinance and 
franchise to "be submitted to the 
traction company. 
If the terms are 


acceptable, the franchises and priv- 
ileges asked for by the company -will 
most likely be granted.

' 'HOWISOWS LETTER. 


The correspondence is as follows: 
"72 Ashburton Avenue, Yonkers, 


N. Y., Aug. 24, 1901.—Dear Sir: 
I 


have just returned to my home after 
a short visit to Saratoga and Lake 
George. 


"Owing to my detail as a member 


of the court of inquiry, ordered to 
meet on September 12th. next, I find 
that many newspapers are giving- me 
credit for having served my country 
in the United States na.vy for nearly 
half a century with honor. I see also 
•that. I am ^nought to be objection- 
able as a member of this court of in- 
quiry, it being stated that I publicly 
expressed opinions on the conduct of 
the battle of Santiago while serving 
as commandant at the Boston navy 
yard, shortly after the result of that 
engagement was known. 


"I believe the service knows, as I 


do, that I do not attempt to make 
public speeches, write for magazines 
or papers or make public utterances 
on navy or other subjects. 
It hns 


been impossible for me to avoid the 
visits nnd questions of representa- 
tives of newspapers whiie serving at 
important stations and at times when 
the navy has been so busily em- 
ployed. 


"At Mare Island, during my long 


service there, particularly during the 
great railroad strike, the papers con- 
tained many statements, said to have 
been obtained in my office. Most, if 
not all of these reports, were harm- 
less, readable articles on. the opera- 
tions of the several naval detach- 
ments serving for the preservation 
of law and ordea-. 


"During my two years' service at 


the Boston station there was seldom 
a day passed without receiving visits 
from 'the representatives of tiie sev- 
eral Boston pap.ers, and during the 
Spanish-American war the navy yard 
there was seldom without newspaper 
<reponters. I found them to be polite 
and gentlemanly at all times, nnd 
whatever information or news I 
could impnrt I gave them.

ons are or have been confined there- 
n, nnd also to report to you whether 
here have "been 
or can be abuses 


tpon sane people by an improper ad- 
nhiistratioii of the lunacy laws of 
his state, and if we found that such 
buses inig'ht exist to suggest such 
iodi-fications of the law as would 
iiore surely protect the citizen in his 
iRi'soiiiil rights to liberty of action, 
nd also that we report to you any

outrageous, and that they knew ii 
\s most certain, when we realize tin 
vast number pf cases that were re- 
leased "by the, justices as not insane 
The subjection of a man to an inques 
for insanity, when wrong-fully made 
is a more heinous offense than 
the 


wrongful charging1 of a crime. 


SOME OF THE RECORDS. 


"The records of Allen county show 


that out of fifty-seven inquests two 
were found to be not insane. Of the 
thirty-five inquests in Cass county, 
one was found not insane. Of the 
thirty-one inquests iii Wayne county 
all 'but one were found insane. 01 
the seventy-seven inquests in Vnn- 
derburg county, four were found not 
insane. These facts would seem to 
indicate that tlie hunting1 for per- 
sons on whom to hold inquests ha: 
not been practiced in any of these 
counties, and we could not learn of 
any counties where it had been prac- 
ticed. 


"The records of longcliff hospital 


for thirteen years show that out of 
2,776 committals to -that institution 
thirty-seven cases were found to 
have been sane when committed and 
were discharged as 'not insane,' and 
none of these were within the last 
year and a.half. Th.e records of East 
Haven gave1 equally as strong and 
convincing testimony, and this board 
believes. Ci-om its own experience in 
and knowledge of these matters, that 
it is justified in reporting1 the same to 
you as the real truth of the situation, 


'In making- this statement, we do 


not lose sight of .the fact, but realize 
fully that Insanity is an illusive con- 
dition that seems to defy ascertain- 
ment by all known rules of reason- 
ing or previous experience. 
We 


know of cases where, one insane has 
surely convinced persons of acute 
mind ajid keen judgment .that lie was 
not insane, as claimed, and it has 
only been by accident, as it were, 
that the perturbed sense, or button, 
it mijfht be called, was touched and 
the true condition disclosed, much to 
the -amazement of the' investigators. 


IN MARIOW COTWTY. 


"We examined specifically into the 


case of every person adjudged insane 
in Marion county, according; to the 
report of the attorney general. The 
result, summarized, is as follows:

THE "RAILROADED" CASES. 
"In reference to tlie thirty cases at 


the Central hospital, to which par- 
ticular attention was called ns hav- 
ing- been 'railroaded through,' "wo 
would say that upon .investigation 
we found that eight -had never been 
received into the hospital, having 
been rejected, one because the papers 
did not show that.she was insane— 
the others because- their cases wp.ra 
chronic and there was no room for 
them; that eig'ht of the thirty cases 
had been "dismissed—one in sixty 
days after reception nnd one who hud 
been in the hospital at seven different 
itimcs before in about ninety days. 
The other six cases had been in the 
hospital from 140 days to about 
seven months. Of these eight cases, 
leaving out the one patient who had 
been in the hospital seven times, nnd 
one who was there because of epi- 
lepsy and morphia, all the othor six 
were reported as being persons suf- 
fering with acute mania at the time 
they were received, but who recov- 
ered sufficiently to be allowed to go, 
cither upon parole or final discharge. 
Four of these thirty cas&s died within 
a short time after they were re wived 
into the hospital, most of them hav- 
ing been noted in the reports as suf- 
fering from serious physical compli- 
cations. This left ten cases still in 
the hospital. We examined each of 
these cases, and nothing1 could he 
more apparent than -their insar.ity. 
We have 'the permission 
'sf Hon. 


Merrill Moores, assistant attorney 
general, who assisted ns in making 


this particular examination, to say 
that he concurs in this part of our 
report. 


"The attorney general, in the re- 


port which, you transmitted to us, 
calls particular attention to the wide 
difference in the per cen*. of those 
discharged from the various hos- 
pitals during the past year and a 
half, when compared with the num- 
ber received --the Central hospital, 
94 per cent.; the Northern, 50 per 
cent., and the Southern, '49 per cent, 
—and says that only one conclusion 
can be drawn from this difference, 
and that is that the difference in 
methods used in the inquests resulted 
in the greater numbur of committ- 
ments to the Central. This might 
seem to be true at the first thought, 
but your excellency will remembei 
that the capacity of the Northern, 
Eastern and Southern hospitals has 
been largely increased very recently 
and they are not permitted to dis 
charge one patient in order to make 
room, for another; in. fact, the law re- 
quires them (to keep all patients un- 
til they are restored. The capacity 
of the Central 'hospital has only been 
slightly increased, and the only way 
tliat new cases could be received is 
by discharging1 old ones. 


"Then again, the law requires.the 


central hospital 'to discharge chronic 
insane patients to as to make room 
for acute or recent cases; hence, if 
new cases are to be received the 
chronic and uncurable cases must lje 
discharged. 
It might be remarked 


at'this point that for the past twelve 
years this board has called attention 
in its reports to the anomalous con- 
dition of statutes which require tuir- 
ty-six counties to be governed 'by 
one law and fifty-six counties by 
other and different ones. 


EFFORT WAS UNFAIR. 


'It may not be proper for us to 


suggest that the effort to connect the 
'Insanity trust* with the hospitals 
was very unfair to the institutions. 
The blame rests on the parties who 
held these improper inquests, and if 
such a trust or combination as is re- 
ferred to in the attorney general's 
report exists, by which the money 
received from the county for making 
these was divided among the persons 
who took part in the same, that part 
of the 315,000 that was thus--wrong-- 
fully taken from the county treasury 
ought to be recovered. 
'An inquest 


cannot -he held without the filing- of 
an affidavit, and the examination of 
witnesses, and the adjudication of a 
justice of the peace, etc. 
We sug- 


gest that obtaining- money from the 
county or state by such a conspiracy 
would lay the members thereof liable 
to severe prosecution; at least the 
money might have been recovered. 


'The proposition as to how faith- 


fully insani ty inquests have been 
conducted throughout the state seems 
to us to 'be without our province and 
to belong1 to the legal machinery 'of 
the state. 


NEW UAW NEEDED. 


"In reference to the question as to 


whether or not any modification be 
made in the law relating' to the com- 
mitment of insane people to the vari- 
ous hospitals we venture to suggest 
;hat inasmuch as there have been a 
number of laws passed at the vari- 
ous sessions of the legislature since 
1852, not a few of which are in seem- 


- conflict, and because of the fact 


that the law is so drawn that it may 
be abused, although .we find no par- 
ticular abuses have been commited. 
except those in Marion county, and 
because 'of t.he further fact that the 


reatest confidence is not always de- 


served by some of the men who fill 
:he office of justice of the peace in. 
our state; and •'because no notice Is 
low required to he given to the per- 
son upon wlioiu the inquest is to be 
icld; and because the present method 
of committing persons to these hos- 
jitals is very expensive, we "believe 
hat a new law should be enacted by 
:he next legislature. 
It has been 


suggested that it should provide, 
irst, that all commitments should be 
made Tjy the judge of the circuit -or 
superior court of the various coun- 
Jes; that in order to have the com- 
mtments promptly made when neces- 
sary, that the judge of the court 
should appoint some person to act in 
lis stead when compelled to be out 
f the county, or is so busily engaged 
hat he cannot give the matter prop- 
sr attention. 


"It has also been suggcsted that 


.hese inquests should be held by the 
court in chambers, unless the person 
charged should desire a public trial;; 
that they should "be based upon an 
: 


ffidavit, stating that the person af- 
flicted needs the cure and treatment: 
if one of the insane hospitals, and 
hat there should 'he given in such 
tflidavit a history of the case and tlie 
•easons why the petitioner believes 
in inquest ought to be held, and who 
he attending1 physician is, and the 
mines of such persons as -would be 


likely to know whether' or uot the 
person afflicted is mentally deranged. 
That thereupon the clerk should is- 
sue a copy of such affidavit to the 
sheriff, who should deliver the same 
to the person afflicted, with a notice 
stating when the 
matter will be 


heard by the judge of the court, and 
a summons to the witnesses requir- 
ing- them to be present a* the time of 
the trial. 
The law should provide 


that it should be the duty of the 
court to have the person charged ex- 
ambied by one or more competent 
physicians, to be selected by such 
judge, and that such trial should be 
had :as soon as possible after the fil- 
ing1 of 
the 
-affidavit. 
The 
trial 


should nqt be had when • the person 
afflicted is absent, -unless .it should 
appear to the court that his presence 
could-not be had without injury to 
the afflicted person. 
If the afflicted 


person 
is violent, or it- would 
be 


dangerous if he were at large, it 
shouJd be the duty of the court to 
issue a warrant to some person to 
arrest and care for such afflicted per- 
son until a trial could be had. This 
ought 
not to he the sheriff, 
nor 


should the confinement be in jail, 
unless no other place could be provid- 
ed where the person could be properly 
and safely care for. 


JAILS 'NOT SUITABLE. 


"No insane person should be con- 


fined in n jail if any other place 
can be provided, for it has an exceed- 
ingly bad effect upon- his mental 
condition. 
It has 'been thought 


some that the court 
should 
have 


power to require the auditor of the 
county—not 
the 
clerk—to 
secure 


such clothing as the afflicted person 
needs, in order to be transported to 
the insl.Hution, and for a reasonable 
time after he is at such institution, 
that the law should 
provide thai, 


either the evidence taken in the cass, 
or at least a statement of the at- 
tending 
examining 
physician, be 


transmitted with the patient to the 
hospital. It is also thought that it 
might be well to require a statement 
of the examining- and attendant phy- 
sician to accompany the'patient, and 
a copy of the affidavit on which the 
proceedings were had, and that tlie 
court be empowered to have a tran- 
script of the evidence sent as soo;i 
as the same could be made. 
This 


law might provide for a finding of 
tlie court that the person afflicted 
needed the care of an insane hos- 
pital. 
There should be no finding1 


as to the sanity or insanity of the 
patient. The law could provide thai 
the medical superintendent of tlie 
hospital who received such pevscn 
should provide a place for his care 
and treatment, here he could be best 
nnd most carefully observed for sucil 
a period as would enable such super- 
intendent to fully consider and de- 
termine whether such person was 
sane 
or insane, and 
the 
person 


should not be entered upon the rolls 
of the hospital as insane until that 
fact had been surely ascertained. It 
might be well that the law provide 
that the superintendent of the hos- 
pital should have power to release, 
either absolutely or on parole, sucIi 
afflicted person as was not insane, if 
such should -be found to be the facl. 
The afflicted person should be taken 
to the hospital by the sheriff, and 
if a woman, accompanied by a wo- 
man assistant. The expense 'of such 
proceeding-s would be 
much 
less 


than we are now accustomed to. The 
justice of the peace gets a per diem, 
and puts in as many days as his 
wane of conscience 'will 'let him, 
and this remark is also true of some 
of the physicians. The judg'e gets a 
salary, and unless some person acted 
in his stead, there would be no ex- 
pense on that account. 
The clerh 


gets a salary, and hence the $3.00 
that is now taxed to the clerk, ai:d 
lias sometimes been taken by the 
clerk, is a somewhat 
questionable 


procedure. 
The law should provide 


that no relative should receive fees 
for whatever service he might do 


11 such matter. 
Only disinterested 


or outside persons and the physi- 
cians should be paid. We suggest 
that you have the attorney general 
ive an opinion as to whether it is 


legal for the clerk to take this $5.00 
fee in addition to h'is salary. 


SHIRK RESPONSIBILITY. 


We have learned that many jn- 


ianity inquests are 
conducted 
as 


though the persons holding1 the same 
were ashamed of what they were 
doing- or at least wore not willing- 
to assume 
the 
responsibility 
of 


openly declaring- that in their judg- 
ment the afflicted person ought to 
go to a hospital. 
That the person 


whose liberty was to be taken away 
should have notice of the proceed- 
ings, seems to be generally admitted 
on all sides. As was said the other 
day—"The personal freedom of tlie 
individual citizen is the most sacred 


mid precious inheritance of Amer- 
ica. 
The constitution, aud the laws 


authorize it, the spirit of the country 
proclaims it, the prosperity of the 
people, the very life of the nation 
requires it. Whatever the other hi • 
terests at stake, that of the personal 
freedom of the individual outrailrs 
them all, and this must "be sustained 
even if those are to be sacrificed." 
If the individuals upon whom many 
of the inquests 
have 
been 
held 


should have had notice, or knowl- 
edge of what was -being done, ther.' 
would ha,ve been trouble, because of 
the little regard or respect that := 
universally held for the justice of 
the peace. 


"This objection would not obtain 


were the inquest to be held before the 
judge of a court. The objection that 
some'have made, that it Is better that 
an occasional sane person be sent to 
a hospital rather than 'insane people 
be kept out of the hospital for any 
considerable length of time, for the 
reason that the judge could not be 
secured at all times, would be ob- 
viated by requiring the judge, if he 
left the county or was unable to act, 
to designate some person to act in 
his stead. 
The present law is very 


defective in requiring the clerk to 
purchase the clothing. That should 
be done hy the auditor, who is in close 
touch with the commissioners, and 
would be more logically the proper 
purchasing agent for tht county. We 
found an abuse as to the purchasing 
of clothing in Wayne county! 
The 


law requires that not to exceed $20. 
not a sufficient amount, shall be ex- 
pended for clothing. 
In 'all 
the 


counties that we have investigated, 
other than Wayne, the officers have 
seemingly endeavored 
to have the 


relatives provide the clothing and to 
purchase the same only when neces- 
sary. In Wayne county clothing- has 
been bought for each person com- 
mitted to the institution, at an aver- 
age of 354.50, one tailor uniformly 
getting1 about $GO and another "but 


. 
This breach of the law should 


by your excellency be called to the 
attention of the proper authorities to 
rectify and recover the money ille- 
gally paid out. 


COST OK INQUESTS. 


"As illustrative of our opinion why 


it might be well 
to remodel 
the 


lunacy laws and secure a uniform 
administration of the same by re- 
sponsible officers of the law, we would 
say that according to the lists fur- 
nished us it cost $15,321.34 to bold 
the 408 inquests that were held in 
Marlon county, leaving out of con- 
sideration 
the cost ot: transporting 


(he amicLed persons to the hospital, 


$37.55 for each inquest held in 


that county. In Wayne county, on a 
similar basis, it cost $1,698.25 
to 


hold thirty-one inquests, or $54.78 
for each inquest. 
In Allen county, 


leaving out transportation as in other 
counties, it cost $1,289.48 
to hold 


fifty-six inquests, or $23.03 for each 
inquest.

MANAGER SCOTT'S BEFIT. 


To this proposition Manager Scott 


evidently gave much consideration, 
for after over six weeks' deliberation 
lie several days ago' forwarded a re- 
ply to Mayor Berg'hofT.

called the board of works, the fran- 
chise committee arid the city attorney 
into consultation and invited Mana- 
ger Scott to be present .it a meeting; 
held in the 
office of the board 
of 


works this morning at 9:30, where 
the traction company's reply 
was 


read. It was as follows: 


"Fort Wayne, Ind.. Aug. 23, 1900. 


'To Ihe Hon. Hen.-y C. Berghoff, 


Mayor, and the Board of Public 
Works of Fort Wayne, Ind.: 
"Gentlemen—111 compliance with 


your request I herewith submit a 
memorandum of such arrangement in. 
regard to the use of this company's 
track by interurban companies as I 
would be willing to recommend to 
our executive boni'd. 
We would pre- 


fer, 
uf, course, to deal direct with 


these companies, ns the necessities 
may arise in. the future, but as you 
express a desire to a'dopt some plan 
that will apply to all companies in 
advance of their construction, we re- 
spectfully submit 
in 
deference to 


your wishes tbe following plan, on 
condition that such iiiterui'ban road 
shall construct, equip and operate p 
line of street railroad from any in- 
corporated city or town at least five 
miles distant from the city of Fort 
Wayne, viz: 


''1st. All passengers brought iiitot 


passing through or getting on the 
cars within the city of Fort Wayne, 
shall pay the regular fare of five 
cents, to be collected by tbe agents 
or conductors of the interurban com- 
pany; said fares to be recorded upon 


11 fare register to be placed by tbe 
Fort Wayne Traction company in tbe 
c.irs of the interurban company, the 
gross amount of fares so collected to 
be paid over to the Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion 'company. 


2nd. 
In 
consideration of the 


fares so collected and paid the Fort 
Wayne Traction company will ex- 
tend to the passengers of the inter- 
urban company its transfer privileges 
lo nnd from its various lines within 
the present city limits of Fort 
Wayne, and will pay to the interur- 


company the wages (not excced- 
the maximum wages of its own 


lines) of the conductors and mo tor- 
men (not to exceed two men to one 
car) 
of -the interurban company for 


.he time required in passing the cars 
of the intcrurban company over the 
ines of the Fort Wayne Traction 
company, and in addition thereto, 
will pay the interurban company two 
cents per car mile for the distance 
traveled by its cars over the tracks 
of the Tort Wayne Traction company, 
such wages and car mile compensa- 
tion to be deducted by the interurban. 
company from, tbe fares so collected. 


3rd. 
Should any Interurban com- 


pany not desire to avail itself of the 
:ransfer privilege, we will then make 


the fare threw cent* under the sam«- 
condition as mentioned in section 1* 
with the exception that the interur- 
ban. company would in 'this case pay 
-the wages of its own conductors and! 
inotorinen and .would not receive any: 
compensation, for the use of its curs, 
viz two cents per car mile. 


"4th. 
Should any interurban com- 


pany desire to make two rates of 
fares, one with and the other without 
the transfer privilege, we would ac- 
cept three cents from the latter and; 
fire cents from the former passenger, 
in other words -the Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion company would receive three 
cents from all passengers carried on 
the interurban cars through the city 
in or out, and to -whatever number of 
such passengers transfers luid been, 
issued and collected 'the intertirban 
company would pny an; additional 
charge of two cents. 
Un'der this ar- 


rangement the inteirurban company 
would he expected to pay the ^wage's 
of its conductors and motormen and 
receive no car mileage.

All cars of the interurban 


company shall be required1 at all 
times to run 
at the same rate of 


speed ns the cars of the Fort Wayne 
Traction company are run, and so «s 
not to unnecessarily interfere with 
the same. 


7th. In i.ae event that such inter- 


urban company shall carry freight 
or express1 matter over this com- 
pany's tracks, 
this company must 


bo satisfactorily indemnified against 
all suits and demands of the adjoin- 
ing property 
owners, -and ftll ex- 


penses, costs and damages accruiojp 
or recovered against this company by 
reason of the carrying of such, freight 
or express matter. 


;8th. This company shall also be 


satisfactorily indemnified against all 
loss and damage -accruing or recov- 
ered against this company on account 
of the carelessness or neglgence of 
any of the employes, or in the opera- 
ition of the cars, of such interurban 
company. 


"9th. 
This proposition is on con- 


dition that this company shall 3je 
given by the proper city authorities 
proper facilities 
and the right to 


construct -and operate additional or 
double track on such lines ns may ba 
used by such interurban company or 
companies, and that a satisfactory 
contract shall be entered into between 
this company and such interurban, 
company, properly safeguarding trm 
rights and duties of both companies.

IN OTHER PLACES. 


After the reading of the proposi- 


tion Manager Scott submitted copies 
of letters he had received from vari- 
ous tractions companies operated in 
cities in which interurban lines were 
allowed to use their tracks. 
Tlie let- 


ters were from Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Buffalo, 
Indianapolis, Toledo and 


other cities, and all were of the same 
trend. 
In a general way the terms 


were ba&cd on a two-cunt per car 
mile for the use of the interurhan 
companies' cars and for the collec- 
tion of 60 per cent of the local faro 
for the benefit of the city company. • 
There were a few exceptions whore 
there was a variation, but it was 
nominal. 
The city officials discussed 


the matter informally with Mr. Scott 
nnd many questions were naked nnd 
answered. 
It was not the intention 


of the meeting to dispose of tlie ques- 
tion but to present it intelligently to 
everybody interested and then take 
time to digest the various phases of 
the proposition. 
The meeting ad- 


journsd shortly before noon, and it 
is more than likely that "within a
